Oklahoma City, Okla. — OP) — Mrs. 


Edith M. Bishop, wife of the state de- 
tective who was shot to death as he 
Flept in his home here Dec. 5, was held 
in jail here ATcdncsday on a charge of 
murder. 


Mrs. Bishop was arrested Tuesday, 


following a week of investigation by 
state officials, and after scores of men 
with criminal records had been ques- 
tioned on the theory that underworld 
enemies of Bishop had shot him to 
death because of his unusual success 
in breaking up bandit gangs. 


Authorities turned from the theory 


that gangsters had slain him. when his 
two pistols were found in a closet near 
the bedroom where the shooting occur- 
red. 
Mrs. Bishop declared she knew 


little about the killing except that she 
was sleeping in a bed near her hus- 
band's -when she was awakened by a 
shot. The shooting continued, she said, 
as she fled to summon aid. 


A coroner's jury found that eight 


bullets had been fired from Bishop's 
pistols and that seven struck him.

normally cold weather

nesday. 


The slightly warmer weather prom- 


ised for AVednesday night will serve 
only to lift temperatures above the 
zero mark, a forecast said and tem- 
peratures will continue for another 36 
hours to be below normal over most 
of the country. The continuance of 
the cold wave brought many evidences 
of suffering in the cities. Chicago's 
hospitals and relief homes were flood- 
ed AVednesday with refugees. 


Police stations were thrown 
open 


here Tuesday night to homeless men 
and the cells weic 
crowded. 
Two 


laborers were frozen to death. 


Temperatures sank Tuesday night 


to 22 below at Landers, AVyo.. 16 be- 
low in Michigan, AA°i-.eonsin and Ne- 
braska. The lowest temperatures was 
recorded at Dtiluth, 2-4 below. 


The cold has continued with marked 


severity in the northwest, where tem- 
peratures at midnight Tuesday ranged 
from ten to twenty degrees below over 
a wide area. AVestern Canada 
like- 


wise continued in the grip of cold 
with the mercury sinking to 35 de- 
grees below in some places. 


Probably a score of persons died as 


a result of the cold and much 
dam- 


age was done to power and telephone 
lines by ice and sleet, while motor and 
train traffic was held up by 
heavy 


snow in some area". Most of the dam- 
age had been repaired AVednesday in 
the Minnesota and 
AVisconsin areas 


and snow filled highways were being 
opened to traffic.

GROWING FASTER 


THAN POPULATION 


Productivity of Nation In- 


creased 30 to 35 Per Cent 
in 12 Years 


Washington. D. C. Jn the last 12 


years, while we have increased the 
population of the United States 16 or 
17 per cent, we have increased the 
productivity of the nation by some- 
thing like 30 or 35 per cent. Our farms 
produce .13 per cent more with the 
same number of farmers than 12 
years ago. Our railroads carry 22 per 
cent more traffic with about the 
same number of men. AVe have tamed 
the kilowatt into a friend of man. "We 
have now domesticated somo 6S.OOO.- 
000,000 kilowatt-hours annually where 
we used 23,000,000,000 32 years ago. 
They increase output, says Secretary 
of Commerce- Herbert Hoover, and 
decrease sweat, in discussing the in- 
crease ia- national efficiency which he 
says is so great that lie hesitates to 
express it statistically lest lie appear 
to exaggerate. 


The secretary's comments are cited 


apropos of an excerpt from the an- 
nual report of his department on 
general progress and tendencies in 
foreign trade, which shows that ad 
justed for the change in the buy- 
ing power of money, exports from the 
United States in 1925 were 37 per cent 
greater than in 1913, while In the 
aggregate all other countries show- 
ed a decrease of about 5 per cent in 
exports, the decrease for Europe as 
a whole being 24 per cent, for Ger- 
many 35 per cent, and for England 22 
per cent.

major task both of American business 
and of the American Government," 
writes Dr. Julius Klein, director of 
the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce. "The success so far attain- 
ed is remarkable. Our total 
foreign 


sales in 1925-26 were 120 per cent 
greater m value than on the average 
Trom 1910 to 1914. After allowing for 
.he lower buying power of ,money, 
they were approximately 50 per cent 
greater in quantity than before the 
Avar. In the past 
five ^years 
the 


quantitative increase has 'been about 
2C per cent. Imports show even more 
marked gain both as compared with 
ire-w;ar levels and as compared with 
'our or five yers ago."

"Our expansion of foreign trade is 


a part of our domestic progress, botli 
socially and economically. And in this 
progress I would first mention the 
accumulative value of the intensified 
education, both elementary and high- 
er, which we have been dinning into 
.lie American jouth over the last 35 
veari. In this we have multiplied our 
students in 
institutions 'of 
higher 


earning by 400 per cent. To-day we 
lave more than all the rest of the 
vorld put together. We have trained 
eclmical personnel in every avenue of 
production and distribution upon a 
scale vastly larger than that pos-

Declares Some Unfit Mater- 


ials Used in Manufacture of 
Frozen Food 


Madison—(ff1)—Although 
volume of 


business and quality go hand i> hand 
in the ice cream industry, unfit ma- 
terials are occasiqnally us>e'l in the 
manufacturing: of the product, accord- 
ing to a report of Harry Klueter, state 
dairy and food commissioner, who 
cites examples of the adulteration. 


"Cheap and adulterated flavoring: 


compounds,"^ he said, "ranck" nut 
meats, inferior fruits, the fraudulent 
use oC artificial color, lu elimination 
of the practice of refreez'nij returned 
Dreams producin" chocolate ice cream, 
arc among the important things, to be 
avoided and not sanctioned in the 
industry if quality is to be an impor- 
tant factor in the expansion of your 
business. A careful study o the vol- 
ume of business in the sale of ice 
cream I am s>urc would show a direct 
relation to the subject of quality. This 
Is true with individuals, but it is like, 
wise true In connection with the in- 
dustry as a. whole. 


"You may ask what. L* anything, is 


being done by the dairy and food de- 
partment in the matter of increasing 
the production of 
higher 
quality 


dairy products. In this connection it 
is to be remembered that a "aw can be 
successfully enforced just so far as 
public opinion will support 
its 
en- 


forcement. Public opinion will support 
prosecution for the sale of milk or 
cream containing poisonous chemical 
preservatives, milk or cream that has 
been adulterated by watering or skim- 
ming, milk or cream that is produced 
under filthy conditions, or mil's and 
cream that has been made unsafe for 
use because of contamination with 
filthy substances or bs-ausc of hav- 
ing been handled by some one affected 
with a communicable disease, and it is 
no longer difficult to control these 
forms of adulteration or contamina. 
tion. 
"It is the bringing about of methods 


of production an.l distribution of dairy 
products which effect quality by high 
acidity, off flavors and the like that is 
the real problem confronting us to- 
day. The production of higher quality 
dairy products will, in my opinion re- 
sult from a campaign of education and 
a reward in the way of compensation 
for the production o* such products. 
The dairy and food department has for 
years worked, with its limited force 
toward raising the standard oi milk 
and cream by educational work 
the lines of production. 


"Inspectors of the department in 


enforcing the provisions of the law 
pertaining to the production of dairy 
products urged 
dairymen to' keep 


barns clean, well ventilated, well light- 
ed and free from dust, recommended 
the -whitewashing of barns at least 
once a year, and urged the keeping 
of dairy cattle in a barn by them- 
selves. 
They also pointed out the 


danger of odor from horse stables, 
filthy calf pens and hog pens, worked 
for the installation of suitable barn 
floors, recommending concrete, taught 
the value of the use of sufficient bed- 
ding in cow barns, pointed out the 
necessity of 
keeping out 
of dairy 


barns .persons affected with typhoid, 
diphtheria, septlc'sore throat or other 
contagious diseases, urged the use of 
only clean, sound proper food for dai- 
ry cattle and the use of the covered 
milk pail and many other subjects of 
educational value. 
However, it will 


take the combined efforts of food of- 
ficials and purchasers of dairy prod- 
ucts to raise -the standard of quality 
above that which docs not permit con- 
demnation of the product as adulterat- 
ed under the present laws."

STATE TAX POLICY 


The recent tax meeting held in Ap- 


pleton was worth holding alone for the 
speech on taxation by Mayor Daniel Ho- 
an of Milwaukee. Mr. Hoan gave one of 
the clearest and most fore £i.l expositions 
of the fallacies in Wisconsin's tax system 
yet made. Tracing the theory on which 
taxation is levied ui.der representative 
government, he brou -In out the fact that 
the policy in this state has been entirely 
away from that prln ' ' ._Gradaa'"y. step 
by step, the legislature has appropriated 
revenues properly belonging to loc?1 tax- 
ing units, cities and town-, until 
day it 


•* is wholly supported by them and has -.o 


direct tax contact nth the p-opK 


The constitution 
jf 
"\Y.V' ish " was 


framed to orovide for the levying of di- 
rect taxes for the expenses of -trte ;dv- 
ernment, for it says: "The legislature 
shall provide for an annual tax 
suffi- 


cient to defray the estimated expense of 
the state each year.' The methods now 
employed were unknown in those days, 
and the purpose was clear that state ex- 
penditures were to be defrayed by an an- 
nual tax levy. This provision of the con- 
stitution is now completely ignored. So 
long as the people were subjected to a 
specific tax each year for the support of 
state government they had a vit?l inter- 
est in how the money was used and in 
the aggregate expenditures, because they 
were immediately reflected in taxes. But 
our politicians found a way to get around 
this, realizing that if they could secure 
revenues for state purposes indirectly 
the people would lose their interest in 
government economy and 
they could 


1 squander the funds to suit themselves, in 


the form of favors, perquisites and 
the 


building up of a political machine. 


The first step toward this end was, as 


Mr. Hoan pointed out, to h-.ve the state 
take over all the railroad taxation, except 
a small terminal tax. Next they took 
away from the local treasuries the freighs 
line and express taxation, then they stole 
from the local governments their share of 
telegraph and telephone taxation, then 
insurance taxation and inheritance tax- 
ation and income derived from the con- 
servation laws. Automobile license fees 
were next gobbled up for the state treas- 
ury, and the last legislature, bent on out- 
doing all predecessors, took the bulk of 
the new gasoline tax for state purposes 
and increased the state's share of income 
taxes from thirty to fifty per cent. Where- 
upon, these adroit politicians wave their 
hands with glee, shouting "there are no 
longer any state taxes!" The people are 
told they do not have to pay any tax into 
the state treasury, the inference being 
that this is a saving to them. 


Xow, in plain truth, as Mr. Hcan 


showed, it is robbery and not relief. 
Instead of saving taxpayers money it 
has saddled on to them excessive local 
taxation by depriving the local taxing 
units of sources of revenue that legiti- 
mately and fairly belong to them. All, or 
the bulk, of the revalues now absorbed 
by the state formerly went into city and 
county treasuries. By draining them of 
this revenue the stale has been able to 
engage in a riot of extravagance and 
spending without apparent effect 
upon 


the people 
and seemingly 
without 


costing them a dollar. 
It was a clever 


scheme and it has worked 
beautifully. 


But the people in time will get on to the 
fact that they have been cheated and rob- 
bed and that the devices now employed 
to finance state expenditures in Wiscon- 
sin are a monumental fraud that is cost- 
ing^hem millions apon millions of dol- 
lars every yar in burdensome taxes.

local expenditures, and that they should 
look to the local government bodies to 
reduce them.

the 


unyielding methods advocated by Foirt- 
care. Under the policies of, the latter 
France was to be isolated, both politically 
and in the sympathies of the world 
Briand's diplomacy will regain much of 
the lost ground and must inevitably pUce 
France in a better light. 


The agreement is another League of 


Nations accomplishment, for it was the 
League in the background which made it 
possible and under whose helpful 
influ- 


ence it was ^consummated. Moreover, ix is 
the League which will in the uture ad- 
minister the disarmament phase of the 
Versailles treaty. In this connection we 
should keep in mind that the agreement 
carries greater significance than may be 
at first indicated, because of the fact that 
Germany is now a member of the League 
council and nothing can be done without 
her consent. 


Gradually there has been an ameliora- 


tion of the peace treaty and it will con- 
tinue under the tendencies and conditions 
now existing. Eventual!}' a basis should 
be worked out under which Germany and 
the allies, and particularly France, may 
resume relations of confidence, friendship 
and accord. If progress is made toward 
this end the excuse for French militarism 
will recede and it will be up to her to re- 
duce her military establishment and pro- 
mote general disarmament.

would eliminate ihc board of Univer- 
sity regents, normal school regents, 
and a number of other smaller bodies. 


The plan •was considered with a view 


to eliminating expense incident to the 
present plan of governing the educa- 
tional institutions by boards, commit- 
tees, and regents. It is, expected that 
the committee will make a final recom- 
mendation Friday, when a tentative 
bill drafted by.^the committee will be 
lead and discussed. 


Tlie recommendations of the com- 


mittee to be passed on finally Fri- 
day include measures to reduce taxa- 
tion and change 
methods of assess- 


ment. Tho committee will oppose res- 
toration of the personal property off- 
set, advocate reduction of tho corpora- 
tion income tax from six per cent to 
four and one half per cent, change in 
payment of state income laxes to coin- 
cidQ with payment of the federal in- 
'come lax. They will recommend that 
ihe 1927 stale income tax be elimi- 
nated, advancing the time of payment 
one year. 


Tho final recommendations will in- 


clude a bill to tax banks on an income 
basis, eliminate the present system of 
automobile fees and substitute two 
classes, one 512.000 and another $18.00, 
to tax merchants and manufacturers 
on an.^verage inventory, instead of an 
inventory taken but once a year. 


A four year term for the governor

room for gasoline, and the route will 
not be protected with a chain of ships. 
When the flight leaves one town it will 
be on its own until it can reach its 
next stopping place. In case one of 
the planes is lost the remaining pilots 
wil search for it. if conditions permit 
and bouts will be sent '.o look for it 
as possible but the pilot who is forced 
down upon the water, will probably 
face a very disagreeable experience.
